Reasons for Allowance 



1 . Tlie following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 6, 
18, 20-21 are allowed. 

2. Claim 1 is directed to a method for improving ergonomics for an individual 
comprising applying at least one indicium to the at least one item substantially along the 
range of motion for visually indicating a range of fit settings for the at least one 
physically adjustable parameter, wherein the at least one indicium is aligned with a 
plurality of the fit settings, adjusting the at least one physically adjustable parameter to 
at least one ergonomically correct fit setting indicated by the at least one indicium and 
storing data representative of the at least one ergonomically correct fit setting indicated 
by the at least one indicium associated with the particular individual. The at least one 
indicium has a first unique indicator generally associated with a portion of the range of 
motion adjacent the first end, a second unique indicator generally associated with a 
portion of the range of motion adjacent the second end, and at least one intervening 
unique indicator between the first unique indicator and the second unique indicator, 
wherein the series of the first unique indicator, the second unique indicator and the at 
least one intervening unique indicator creates a visually-discernable unique indicator for 
each aligned fit setting along the range of motion. 
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3. Claim 1 closely relates to a method for an ergonomic application of Wong et al. 
(US. 6,931 ,387) and Salem (US. 3,788,695) for reducing ergonomic related injuries in 
the workplace by facilitating a checklist of questions which inquire into whether any tools 
or equipment are unsuitably designed for the worker or the tasks and which effect the 
impact of the neck, shoulders, elbows of the individuals, and for the adjustable 
equipment to fit the child's size. The combined art Wong et al./Salem fails to disclose 
correlating an individual's calculated ergonomic fit settings with the adjustable aspects 
of the individual's workspace and providing a visual guide to the individual for adjusting 
the furniture and other items in the workspace. 

Claims 1-16, 18, 20-21 incorporates all the limitations of claim 1 and are allowed 
for the same reasons given above.
